George E. King Jr., member of a 
prominent Atlanta family and only 
son of the late founder of the King 
Hardware Company, was shot and 
killed early Sunday morning by Mrs. 
Mary P. Koester, sister of Mrs. Fan- 
nie Nance, widow of A. Scott Nance, 
prominent dairyman. 

The slaying took place in the break- 
fasts room of the Nance home, 309 
Semmes avenue, East Point, where 
King, who Mrs. Nance said later she 
planned to marry next spring, was a 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1-4.—(4)—Bru- 
no Hauptmann, the German carpenter | 
accused of killing the infant son of 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, will 
appear in Bronx supreme court tomor- 
rom morning to fight extradition to 
New Jersey. — 

His attorney, James M. Faweett, 
will argue for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus which, if granted, would nullify 
the extradition papers signed last 
week by Governor Herbert H, Leh- 
man, 

If the writ is denied, Fawcett has 
declared he will appeal, indicating a 
possible delay of a day or two before 
Hauptmann’s removal from New York 
| jurisdiction, 

David T. Wilentz. attorney-general 
of New Jersey, will argue against | 
the writ, presenting witnesses to sup- 
port his contention that Hauptmana 
was present at the Sourland moun- 
tain home of the Lindberghs near 
Hopewell, N. J.. at the time of the 
kidnaping, March 1, 1982. 

Fawcett announced he 
“about 15° #£witnesses, including 
Hauptmann and his wife, to prove 
that the prisoner was not in Hodpe- 
well the night of the abduction. 

Interest in the hearing, the most 
important legal step in the action 
since Hauptmann’s indictment for 
murder in Hunterdon county, N. J., 
and for the extortion of $40,000 in 
the Bronx, centers about the extent 
to which the defense will reveal its 
alibi case. 

Jersey officials have indicated they 
will expose no more of their case nor 
offer more witnesses than absolutely 
essential to refute the Hauptmann 
alibi claims. 

Colonel H. Norman Schwartzkopf, 
head of the New Jersey state police, 
said he did not know whether he or 
Colonel Lindbergh would _ testify, 
though from another source it was 
learned the flier’s appearance was un- 
likely. 

The extortion case in the Bronx al- 
ready has been indefinitely postponed 
and Hauptmann’s $100,000 bail on that 
charge vacated in order to make pos- 
sible his extradition to New Jersey. 

District Attorney Samuel J. Foley, 
of the Bronx, has declared, however, 
that Hauptmann may be returned to 
the Bronx to stand trial if the mur- 
der charge in New Jersey fails to 
stand,

King, who had lived in Atlanta 
only intermittently in the last 2) 
years, this time only since the death 
ee father last spring, was 46 years 
old. 

Mrs. Koester was arrested by East 
Point police immediately after the 
slaying and later removed to the 
‘Fulton tower. She refused to discuss 
the case with newspapermen but East 
Point police quoted her as saying that 
she had brooded all Saturday night 
over the attentions of King to her 
sister. who was widowed only a few 
months azo when her husband. the 
president of the Georgia Pure Milk 
League, died in Washington. 

Mrs. Nance in seclusion in a down- 
town hotel, later said that the slay- 
ing was the result of jealousy on the 
part of her sister and the sister's 
husband over her attention to King. 
She has been operating the Nance 
dairy since her husband’s death and 
added that she believed her dismissal 
of Koester Saturday as manager of 
the dairy may have had something to 
do with her sister's feeling toward 
King. She asserted that she believed 
Mrs. Koester may have felt that 
King had a hand in Koester’s dis- 
charge, which she said was not the 
cage, 

The police announced that from in- 
formation gleaned from the witnesses, 
King, Mrs. Nance and her nephew, 
Fred Parker, who drove a milk route, 
Were seated together at the breakfast 
table ahout 6:10 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing when the shooting occurred. Koes- 
ter was in the bathroom. Mrs. 
Koester entered the room from an- 
other part of the house. She is un- 
derstood to have told the police that 
she said nothing but started to shoot. 

Mrs. Koester is said to have fired 
twice. The first bullet pierced his 
left arm and entered the left breast 
in the region of the heart. King fell 
to the floor. The woman is said to 
have fired again and this bulle+ en- 
tered the man’s right arm. 

A physician and the police were 
called. King was placed on a bed 
and it is said that while receiving 
treatment for his wounds he brushed 
aside the doctor and entered the hath- 
room where he died a moment later. 

Mrs. Koester is said to have told 
Fast Point Police Chief J. W. Miller 
that the shooting came as a climax to 
a restless night which she said she 
spent hrooding over King’s presence 
in the home and his alleged attentions 
to her sister. 

“T meant to shoot him in the heart, 
hnt I'm afraid I missed,” Chief Mil- 
lex quoted Mrs. Koester as saying 
when he arrived at the scene of the 
tragedy. “I'd heen brooding over 
the matter all night and made up 


Authorities Cautious. 

Authorities were proceeding with 
caution, since it is admittedly diffi- 
cult under French law to prove com- 
plicity, especially in this cuse, as both 
men apparently were far from’ the 
scene when the assassinations were 
committed.

case, authorities believed, since he 
was under sentence of death in Yugo- 
slavia for killing a- newspaper editor 
and two policemen and his extradition | 
was considered a simple matter.

Egon Kramer, or Kvaternik, who is 
believed to be the mysterious “doc- 
tor’ who gave the band instructions 
at Lausanne, and the tall, pretty, 
24-year-old “gun girl” who registered 
at various hotels as Marie Vjoudroch, 
a Czechovlovakian. 

- Amazing Story. 

Traced dowr through minute clues 
obtained at the scene of the assassi- 
nation, those in custody told an amaz- 
ing story of intrigue. 

The man spoken of as the “doctor” 
was believed to have been in charge 
of the gang's operations in France. 

Prospechil and Rajtich, their exam- 
ination by police completed yesterday 
at Annemasse, were held under strict- 
est guard. Men were constantly on 
duty at their cells to prevent any at- 
tempt at suicide while relays of gen- 
darmes patrolled the prison yard. 

Numerous suspects were being 
picked up throughout France, most 
of them vagabonds who had no con- 
nection with the crime. National po- 
lice were overlooking no chances, how- 
ever. 

The Hungarian legation at Paris 
issued a denial that the band had 
come from “Jankapuszta,” the Croat 
refugee camp, declaring this was bro- 
ken up last April. It was here that 
Pospechil and Rajtich told _ police 
members of the hand were trained 
in the use of pistols, bombs and ma- 
chine guns.

Claude C. Smith, of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, recited 
her version of the shooting and told 
of events leading up to the tragedy, 
which, she said, explains her sister's 
actions. 

Mrs. Nance said: 

“Mr. King, my nephew, Fred Park- 
er, who drove the milk route for me 
and myself were seated in the break- 
fast room shortly after 6 o'clock this 
morning. We had breakfast at the 
early hour because Fred, finished de- 
livering milk, came by at that time. 
My sister, Mrs. Koester, came into the 
breakfast room. She had the pistol 
in her hand. She leveled it at Mr. 
King, and fired. The bullet went 
right by Fred’s neck and hit Mr. 
King in the arm. He fell off the 
chair onto the floor and she fired 
the second shot. Then she turnel 
the gun on me and I’m sure she 
would have fired if Mr. King, though 
badly wounded, hadn't reached out 
and snatched her off her feet, tum- 
bling her to the floor before she could 
fire. 

“Fred, a negro boy, Johnny Spear, 
who works on the delivery truck with 
Fred, and I lifted Mr. King and car- 
ried him to his bed. I called the doc- 
tor and Fred got in the truck and 
went for the police. When the doc- 
tor arrived Mr. King said he waa 


feeling sick and went into the bath- 
room where he died.” 

“My sister shot Mr. King because 
she thought he had poisoned my mind 
against her and my brother-in-law. 
The climax came this morning. I dis- 
charged Mr. Koester yesterday at the 
dairy farm in the. presence of 
my nephew and two negro em- 


ployes after I had discovered many 
irregularities in the management of 
my dairy. He had been the manager 
since Mr. Nance’s death in April, and 
he and my sister had made their home 
in my house with me, where Mr. King 
also was a boarder for the past three 
or four weeks. 

“Neither my sister nor myself have 
any children. She has been of the 
impression that if anything should 
happen to me, the dairy would become 
their property. When she _ learned 
that Mr. King and I were to be mar- 
ried next April, she was disappoint- 
ed, and since that time has tried to 
stir up trouble with me. Six months 
ago, while Mr. Nance was ill and in 
bed, she threatened to kill me, draw- 
ing the same pistol on me that she 
shot Mr. King with this morning. Mr. 
Nance jumped out of bed and took the 
gun away from her that time. For 
weeks I have lived in constant fear 
of her and Saturday when [I fired my 
brother-in-law I did so at the dairy 
and in the presence of three witnesses 
because I was afraid of what she 
would do if I attempted to discharge 
him at the house. 

“This trouble began a year ago. My 
sister and her husband have had their 
eyes on my money and the dairy and 
when they learned that I was to mar- 
ry Mr. King they became very mean.

Air Service Soon May Link - 
California With the Orient 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—@)— 
Giant passenger flying boats soon will 
span the Pacific, linking California 
with the orient. 


Announcement of early inauguration 
of a trans-Pacific transport service 
was made today by Pan-American Air- 
ways, Inc., in correspondence with 
Postmaster-General Farley, who said 
his department was “deeply interest- 
ed” in the project. 

Pan-American has ordered six fly- 
ing boats capable of carrying 32 pas- 
sengers. One—the Brazilian Clipper— 
already is flying between Miami and 


South America. : 


J. T. Trippe, president of Pan- 
American, said in his letter to Far- 
ley: 

“In view of the recently announced 
interest of the postoffice department 
in the establishment of a trans-Pa- 
cific air mail service, and, particular- 
ly, in view of the aggressive steps 
now being taken by European nations 
to entrench their .international air 
lines in the far east, we. feel that 
we should advise you that it now 
appears .practicable for us to consid- 


perimental air transport service to 
link our existing operations in the far 
east with California.” 

Farley replied: 

“With the rapid development of air| 
transport those who keep informed 
of its progress have, for some time, 
anticipated that air transport service 
across both the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans would be soon established and

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PHYSICALLY UNFIT POLICE 


There will be universal approval 
of the decision of the police com- 
mittee retire on pensions all 
members of the department not 
physically able discharge the 
duty of protecting the lives and 
property of the people of the city. 

Every man on the police force, 
whatever his assignment, should be 
in such physical condition as to be 
able under any condition to cope 
energetically and emphatically with 
those responsible for disturbing the 
peace. 

At all times it is necessary that 
the guardians of the peace be ac- 
tive and alert in the pursuance of 
their duties. No officer not in good 
physical condition can render such 
service. 

Visitors to Atlanta are invariably 
impressed with the lackadaisical, 
indifferent attitude of many of the 
officers who patrol the downtown 
streets of the city. This attitude 
is, in most instances, the result of 
physical unfitness. 

Good physical condition is a pre- 
eminent qualification of an efficient 
peace officer. In view of that fact, 
every officer should carefully guard 
his physical vigor. If he is care- 
less and fails to keep himself fit,

The endorsement by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor at the 
San Francisco convention of old 
age pensions brings further assur- 
ance that congress at its next ses- 
sion will take steps looking’ to the 
general adoption by the states of 
this type of social legislation. 

The convention also voiced unan- 
imous support of pensions for de- 
pendent mothers and employment 
compensation but these recommen- 
dations are certain to receive stiff 
opposition. It is probable that at 
best congress will go no farther 
than to authorize an investigation 
of this type of relief. 

Old age pensions, as a substitute 
for the antiquated system of poor 
houses, have grown steadily in 
public favor for a number of years, 
with a majority of state govern- 
ments having already adopted, at 
least in part, this modern system of 
caring for those whuy when they 
have reached the non-productive 
age, are unable to care for them- 
Selves. 

Nation-wide discussion is now be- 
ing given to the Townsend plan, 
under which all persons over 60 
years of age may retire on a pen- 
sion of $200 under the condition 
that they engage in no further la- 
bor, business or profession for 
gain and that they spend their en- 
tire pension each month within the 
confines of the United States. The 
past life of such pensioners must 
be free of habitual criminality. The 


a federal fund for this purpose be 
created by levying a general sales 
tax, the rate to be determined by 
the amount necessary to pay the 
pensions. 

There are 10,300,000 people in 
the country 60 years or more of 
age. Eight per cent of them are 
financially independent and would 
not be eligible for a pension under 
the Townsend plan. Of the re- 
maining 92 per cent more than 80 
per cent are employed either at 
whole or part-time work. It is 
estimated that approximately 8,000,- 
000 would be eligible for a pension.

Dean Inge Bids 


Farewell. 


Seventy-five years old, the distin- 
guished dean of St. Paul's cathedral 
in London, has retired from active 
life with a little book in Which he 
gives a brief survey of his life. In that 
little book we have first of all a 
picture of the home in which he was 
brought up, and there we can find the 
source of the perfect English which 
has marked all his writings. For such 
English isn’t written very much these 
days, certainly not in America. Of 
clear, unadorned beauty it is almost 
without match in our time. 

Many of the things Dean Inge has 
said in his books jar on my nervedMand 
I don’t agree at all with his way of 
looking at the world, but his English 
is the English which gave us the 
authorized version of the Bible, the 
collects of the Anglican prayer book 
and the writings of John Newman. 
Where did these men get the extraordi- 
nary command of the language, that 
clarity of style, that concise expres- 
sion? Young writers should take note. 
They first of all, says Dr. Inge, had 
a thorough grounding in Latin. NSec- 
ondly they read the Bible, and thirdly, 
they dtd an inordinate amount of 
reading of all sorts. Moreover, they 
read aloud and they listened to read- 
ing. I know that our modern peda- 
gogues, at least some of them, frown 
on Latin as rather useless and an- 
tiquated. I agree that it is of little 
use to a shopkeeper in his daily task. 
Yet for mental gymnastics, to acquire 
a cryptic, lucid expression, without 
verbose padding, you still must go to 
the Latin poets. As for the Bible, 
the English Bible, it is unsurpassed. 
Never mind whether you believe what 
you read, that is not the question 
under consideration now, but the way 
it is written. The men who composed 
the historical books of the Bible and 
who wrote the pastoral dramas were 
the greatest reporters the world ever 
saw. Compared to them the crack fea- 
ture writers of today are poor stam- 
mering, stumbling scribblers, who 
don't know their business.

‘ News Behind the News

CO-ORDINATION. WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The feelings of 
the labor board were hurt the other day 

when Attorney General Cummings announced it had no case in the 
vital Houde labor prosecution. \ 

No one inside the board had the slightest advance notion that 
Mr. Cummings was going to throw them down in public. The first 
they heard of it was when newsmen came running to them with the 
Cummings announcement. They had been holding private con- 
versations with the justice department for the purpose of prepar- 
ing the case for trial, and they thought they were going ahead. 

Board Chairman Garrison gathered his boys in the crying 
room when he received the bad news. They decided to remain in 
seclusion indefinitely, but they did make denials off-the-record of 
Mr. Cummings’ assertion that they agreed with him about the weak- 
ness of the case. 


MOUSE. Even those men who made blind-fold tests for cigarette 

advertisements could .smell something wrong about 
this one. Anyone who knows Attorney General Cummings will 
never believe he would make such an important decision without 
first getting the approval of the White House. That is not the 
way he works. Also, it is. quite unusual for one government de- 
partment to throw down another department in the newspapers 
without, at least, asking the approval of the other department pri- 
vately. 

These significant facts have cast an importance on the split 
far beyond the question of legal differences between two depart- 
ments. 

The natural suspicion is that the highest authorities are yot 
pleased with the way the labor board has taken them out on such 
a strong pro-labor limb, and that they are easing themselves back 
to safety. A fair conclusion seems to be that at least some one up 
above is putting the screws delicately on the labor board, the chair- 
man of which is shortly to return to his law classes at the University 
of Wisconsin. 

The matter is of utmost importance because the case was built 
around the Houde Company’s refusal to bargain with an organiza- 
tion of a majority of employes. It was the case® which set the 
precedent for the Kohler, Baldwin Shovel, Guide Lamp, and other 


similar labor board decisions. 

GARRISON. Someone also seems to be wrong about the ques- 
tion of keeping Garrison on here after his strong 

pro-labor decisions. 

The New Dealers have been passing around the word that they 
have repeatedly urged President Glenn Frank, of the University of 
Wisconsin, to let Garrison remain, but that Mr. Frank was adamant. 
Now Mr. Frank has announced that he has not heard from the 
New Dealers since last August, which certainly indicates a differ- 
ence of opinion about who wants Professor Garrison, and how much. 


SOFT JOBS. The best jobs in the government are those on the 
code authorities. There is one fellow, for in- 
stance, who is the government representative on four minor authori- 
ties. He has them meet at his office every Wednesday, taking 
them one after another. He gets $50 a week for each job, mak- 
ing a tidy $200 for the day’s work. j 

Some of the big shots on the larger code authorities receive 
up to $50,000 a year for their code authority tasks. All these 
salaries are paid by the industries, and the government has noth- 
ing to do with them. } 

This system is certainly an overlooked item of unemployment 
relief, but lately there has been considerable uneasiness among the 
soft job holders. It seems that the industries have shown a cer- 
tain reluctance to chip in for support of the code authorities since 
General Johnson resigned. Not because they pine for the general, 
particularly, but they do not know where the reorganization of the 
NRA is going. 

For instance, one large code authority here ran short of cash 
and sent out an assessment order. All it got back was a stack of 
questions about the future of the NRA, but no checks. 


HEART CHANGE. William Green, president of the A. F. of L. 


and opponent of vertical unions, had a good 
reason for coming out in favor of vertical unions for the big in- 
dustries a few days ago. 

The inside of that is his hand was forced by 400,000 auto- 
mobile workers, who recently served notice that they are going to 
organize one union for their industry instead of trying to organize 
separate unions of machinists, painters, etc. 

Up to now the only important vertical unions in the A. F. of L. 
were the textile and garment makers’ unions. Green’s new stand 
means a distinct change in labor technique. 


GUMSHOEING. The New Deal publicity men are trying to put 
the blame on Professor Warren for his White 


House conference with Mr. Roosevelt. They insist privately that 
the eminent gold magician wanted to see the president, and the 
president could not very well refuse. 

That would be a likely story if it were not for the fact that 
Mr. Roosevelt talked so much about prices, just 24 hours before. 
The fact that Professor Warren went in the front door instead of 
the side door, where no one is watching, is a fairly good indication 
of what impression the White House wanted to create.

As Americans have done many fimes in the past, they are now plan- 
ning to cure one evil by means of a greater one. 

We always endure our wrongs too long and then take counsel of our 
feelings instead of our common Sense. : 

That the wrongs exist, or did exist, no person of understanding 
will deny. 

It is true that our system of private banking, conducted as it was, 
brought ruin to millions. . 

It is true that want of national planning destroyed our wild life, our 
forests, our oil reserves and our best farm lands. 

It is true that capitalism, as it was, cannot be revived. For fits 
existence depended on continuous expansion and the world has learned 
to produce more than it can use. Capitalism without a place to invest 
its profits has reached the end of the road. 

So much is conceded. And all men know that we must have a new 
deal; that wrongs must be undone; that silk-hat robbery must be stopped; 
that the few must no longer inherit and dominate the nation. 

But it isn’t necessary to kill a good mule to cure it of kicking. 

England and Canada have banking systems similar to ours, and they 
weathered-the worst of the depression without scandal and almost with- 
out failures. ¢ 

Our old system of government had its faults, most of them due to 
private selfishness and public indifference, but it transformed America 
from a wilderness to the greatest of nations within a few generations. 
It made us the richest, most progressive and freest people on earth. And 
no system capable of doing that can be fundamentally wrong. 

It is madness to think of destroying the whole system because a few 
blind and greedy men exploit labor, or because a few in high place were 
rogues, or because many lost their shirts gambling. 

The system is not at fault. If we can’t make it work, with benefit 
to all, it is because we lack either honesty or intelligence. ' 

And a nation without honesty or intelligence is doomed, regardless 


of its system of government.

Driver Points Gun. 


Scales said when he tried to get 
a clearer view of the woman, the 
driver pointed the gun at him and 
said, “‘Walk backward until I tel 
you to stop.’” As Scales complied, 
the mysterious man jumped back into 
the car and drove off at high speed. 

The woman, Scales’ said, ‘Was 
slumped in the rear right seat and 
was attempting to open the door by 
pushing her shoulder against the han- 
dle. The lower half of her face was 
either bandaged or gagged, and she 
was twisting in her seat, turning in 
my direction as the light was flashed 
at ‘me. 

“Her hands and arms were invis- 
ible, and from the position of her 
body, I am certain they were tied be- 
hind her.” 

Despite the truck driver’s _ belief 
the woman was the kidnap victim, and 
the suspicious actions of the automo- 
bile driver, Nathan tonight expressed 
the belief that Scales had mistaken 
her identity. 

Nathan questioned Scales at great 
length and several other persons 
whom he refused to name. He said 
no one has been taken in custody. 

An anlysis was ordered of stains 
which might be of blood, found earlier 
in the investigation, on a boat dock 
in the Ohio river. less than a mile 
from the Stoll residence. 

“T don’t think this will solve the 
crime, but we are carefully investi- 
gating every possible clue,” Nathan 
said. 

Members of the worried Stoll fam- 
ily are giving every possible aid to 
the search for the kidnaper’s victim, 
but neither they nor the officers are 
making any direct efforts so far to 
trap the criminal himself. “The safe- 
ty of Mrs. Stoll is our first concern,” 
a spokesman of the family said. 

The assurance yesterday of Berry 
V. Stoll, broadcast to the kidnaper, 
that no attempt was being made to 
trap him and his plea that the vic- 
tim be released in a safe, warm place, 
remained unanswered today. Stoll al- 
ready had announced that the $50,000 
ransom had been paid as directed by 
the lone man who snatched the young 
matron from her home Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. 

Silent on Clue. 

The finding of what appeared to be 
bloodstains on an Qhio river boat- 
house pier and a mysteriously torn 
telephone book there remained un- 
solved today. Department of justice 
agents said the fingerprints would be 
sent to Washington for comparison 
as a matter of routine. They declined 
to express any opinion as to the value 
of the clue. 

Search almost foot by foot of the 
woods and brush in the entire area 
around the 16-acre Stoll estate went 
on today and rivers and creeks were 
dragged, but no tangible clue resulted, 
as far as was known. 

A theory advanced earlier by in- 
vestigators was revived as time passed 
without news from Mrs. Stoll. This 
was that the crime was not a kid- 
naping for ransom primarily but was 
an act of vengeance. Reasons were 
cited for believing Mrs. Stoll was not 
the victim first contemplated by the 
criminal. 

The kidnaper who said he came to 
fix the telephone, slugged Mrs. Stoll, 
her maid said, and took her away. 
He spent an hour and a half in the 
house, - The women were alone there: 

Named Husband. 

The man mentioned Berry V. Stoll 
by name, the maid, Ann Woolet, de- 
clared. 

“If' Berry comes in I'll kill him,” 
she quoted. 

Berry Stoll is vice president of the 
Stoll Oil Refining Company, founded 
by his father, C. C. Stoll, 30 years 
ago. His wife is the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. William 8S. Speed, philan- 
thropic and rich members of one of 
Kentucky's oldest families. Fred M. 
Sackett, former United States ambas- 
sador to Germany, is her uncle. 

Some investigators suggested the kid- 
naper went to the house intending to 
seize some other members of the Speed 
or Stoll families and was driven by 


|| fear that he would be interrupted to 


take Mrs. Stoll. 

Fear tlmt Mrs. Stoll might have 
been killed, or might have died from 
exposure also fas expressed. 

In his latest plea to the kidnaper 
yesterday the husband urged return 
of his wife “before it is too late,” re- 
ferring to the fact she was ill with a 
severe cold when kidnaped. 


Isolation Broken. 


Isolation was broken when a hun- 
dred or more officers began an inch 
by inch search of all the land in three- 
quarters of a mile of the Stoll house. 

One officer said they were looking 
for a body and not clews. 

Dunlap Wakefield, Louisville safety 
director, who personally led a squad 
of searchers, said the search meant no 
possible clue was being overlooked. 

Belief that some word from the kid- 
naper might come from the skies, 
heard among those working on the 
case, had a possible basis in the fact 
that all airplanes except’ through 
transport ones had been grounded as 
early as last Friday. The order ap- 
plied, William S. Kammerer, spokes- 
man for the Stoll family, said, to the 
United States army's airport at Fort 
Knox. 

The grounding, sanctioned by the 
department of justice execytive on the 
case, was officially expla@hed as in- 
tended to convince the kidnapers that 
he was not being hunted by plane. 

Signal Light. 

The Stoll home sits on a_ low, 
smooth hill. A floodlight high on one 
side of the two-story building ordi- 
narily lights an outdoor lounge. Since 
the night following the kidnaping this 
light has burned all night. It has 
been made much brighter and tilted 
half upward, as though to guide a 
plane landing or dropping a message. 
Several times at night planes have 
been reported circling high over the 
house, but no confirmation of this 
could be obtained. 

Telephone communication out of 
Harrods Creek, nearest village to the 
Stoll estate, was cut off for a time 
after what appeared to be a plane 
high in the air was reported, but later 
statements said it was a mail plane. 

Truck Driver's Story. 

The startling story of seeing a 
woman resembling Mrs. Stoll, bound 
and gagged in an automobile, as Scales 
related it to reporters, follows: 

“I was returning home from get- 
ting things in order at a downtown 
store, where my father, Edward C. 
Seales, and I have contracted a plas- 
tering job. I was driving a small 
truck and when I passed a clock at 
St. Matthew’s Ky., I observed it was 
2:45 o'clock Sunday morning. I con- 
tinued east (toward Louisville) on 
the Shelbyville road at a slow rate 
of speed. : 

“As I pased the main entrance of 
the- Hert estate, I noticed an auto- 
mobile coming toward me at a rate 
of about 20 miles an hour. The car 
was being driven in total darkness. 
The headlights were: not turned on, 
and there was not a visible light on 
or about the car.

10 AID BUSINESS 


A. F. L. Review Sees Co- 
operation of Workers 
and Capital as Key. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—(P)— 
A new joint effort by capital and la- 
bor to lift American industry out of 
the doldrums was suggested today by 
the American Federation of Labor in 
its monthly business review. 

As things now stand, the review 
said, “we can hope for no important 
gains in employment before next 
spring” even though “the summer de- 
cline was checked early in September, 
and business has now turned mod- 
erately upward -again.”’ 

The review said that of 10,834,000 
unemployed in August, 3,167, were 
on direct relief, more than 2,000,000 
had work on emergency federal proj- 
ects and 5,658,000 were dependent 
upon relatives, private charity or sav- 
ings. 7 

Then it added: 

“Shall we plan in future to give 
them opportunity again to produce 
the wealth which pays their income? 
Or shall we maintain them on relief, 
paying their income by borrowing 
and by taking the wealth others 
create? 


“Recently, the latter course has ac- | 


tually been suggested. This problem | 


is urgent at present, for the cost of 
maintaining the unemployed is rapidly 
piling up federal debt. The increasing 
debt makes businessmen hesitate to 
undertake new enterprises for they 
know they will be taxed to pay the 
debt; and they also know that unless 
industry recovers far more rapidly 
than in the past year, we probably 
cannot avoid inflation. 

“So great is this fear in the busi- 
ness world that it stops the progress 
of recovery. 

“Today we are in a race between 

rising production and rising debt,” 
the review concluded. "We cannot af- 
ford to lose time. 
**QOur immediate need is to increase 
production and buying power;;to cut 
through red tape and lift industry 
quickly to higher levels, 

“We must find a practical, work- 
able plan, and this can only be done 
through, co-operative action under gov- 
ernment leadership. 

“The program set up by the Winant 
board in the textile strike settlement 
gives for one industry a mechanism 
to examine facts as a basis for ac- 
tion.

operative action to lift production and 
employment to 1934 needs? 

“Acceptance of the principles on 
which the recovery act is predicated 
—industry organized in trade associa- 
tions and employes organized in self- 
governed unions, under chairmanship 
of the government—is the way to 
peace in industry, to co-operation for 
increased output of high quality and 
higher living standards for producers.”

China had informed Washington 
that the silver-buying program was 
adversely affecting her and asked the 
American government to réstrict its 
purchases for the present to silver al- 
ready in the United States to avoid 
draining more of the metal from 

ina. 

Secretary Hull’s reply to Chinese 
Minister Sze, dated October 12 and 
made public today, said frankly that 
the silver program “is embodied in an 
act of congress which is mandatory, as 
to its general objective, upon the ex- 
ecutive.” 

The silver purchase act, passed at 
the last session of congress, directed 
purchases by the treasury of the metal 
until it reached a 25-75 ratio with 
gold as a monetary reserve. 

To acquire that reserve, silver has 
been purchased in China and the re- 
sult, that government has complained, 
has caused disturbance in Chinese eco- 
nomic circles. 

A tax on all silver exports from 
China was decreed by the Chinese gov- 
ernment after the United States would 
make no promises about its silver pur- 
chases other than they would be made 
“to avoid so far as may be possible 
disturbances to the economy and pub- 


‘lic finances of China.”

PERSIST: IN PLANS 
FOR MASS SUICIDE

The Danube Steam Navigation 
Company, owners of the mines, in 
which British interests are heavily 
invested, have refused to negotiate 
with the men unless they come to 
the surface. 

“It is useless to negotiate further 
unless you give your word now that 
alh our demands will be granted,” 
was the blunt reply brought from the 
bottom of the pit to the owners by 
an emissary. “Rather than suffer the 
slow pangs of death by starvation we 
will commit suicide by smothering 
ourselves.” 

Miners’ wages amount to about $2 
weekly. They demand $3.50—about 
O8 cents a day. 

Distinterested persons attemp®ing 
to enter the mine to mediate with the 
miners were threatened with death 
by six burly men armed with large 
hatchets standing at the entrance. 

Janos Esztergalyos, a social-demo- 
crat member of the Hungarian parlia- 
ment who is the only outsider rec- 
ognized by the miners, has been try- 
ing to mediate between the miners, 
the mine owners and th2 government. 
He received no reply to his appeals 
to Prmier Julius Gomboes and the 
ministry of the interior. 

At 2 p. m. today the miners had 
been entombed without food, water or 
~ we for more than 65 hours. Many 
of them were reported to be in a 
dying condition. 

The scene outside the mines where 
hundreds of distracted, weeping wives 
and children of the striking miners 
gathered, was a tragic one. Rela- 
tives feared the miners, in desperate 
mood. would carry out their threats 
to kill themselves en masse. The nec- 
essary action to do so was simple. 
Stoppage of the aiz pumps would 
deave them prey to poisonous gases, 
while breaking the machinery that 
pumps water from the mines would 
allow slow seepage to fill the dark 
tunnels with water. 

The strike was based mainly on 
‘the fact that mine owners have been 
able to give only part-time employ- 
ment to 4,500 miners in Pecs, pay- 
ing them.on the basis of only a few 
hours of work daily. The miners de- 
manded the number of their working 
hours be increased so they can earn 
more money. 

They also insisted the present scale 
of wages be increased. The mine own- 
ers argued this could not be done be- 
cause the company has 15,000 car- 
loads of coal on its, hand which it 
cannot sell. It cannot, therefore, af- 
ford to mine more coal. 

Pecs is in southwestern Hungary, 
not far from the Yugoslav border. 
and about 175 miles southwest of 
Budapest, in a rich mining area. Lit- 
tle trouble has been experienced pre- 
viously with Hungarian mine labor, 
recent rumblings; of which the Pecs 
incident is the most serious, being 
blamed on general economic condi- 
tions more than anything else. 


Girl, 5, Found Slain 
In Furnace; Man Held 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y.. Oct. 14. 
(P)\—The burned body of 5-year-old 
Nancy Jean Costigan, of Forest Hills, 
N. Y., was found in the flames of an 
apartment house furnace late today, 
and Lawrence Stone, a discharged 
handyman, was held by police for 
questioning. 

Stone, 24. was taken into custody 
but not formally arrested, after 
Charles Hutchison, doorman at the 
apartment house, told officials the 
man had left a side entrance of the 
building with blood on his clothing 
and hands. 

Hutchison followed a trail of blood, 
he said, through the various rooms of 
the basement to a sub-cellar, where it 
led to an oil burner furnace. 

Flames leaped out when he opened 
the door, he told police, and he saw 
the child’s skeleton inside. 

The blond 5-year-old girl and her 
mother, Mrs. Richard Costigan, had 
been visiting in the building with the 
child’s aunt, Mrs, C. R. Newhouse. 
Nancy Jean apparently had gone to 
the ping-pong room in the basement 
to play with her ball, which was on 
the floor.

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A Brief History of Model Housing 
for Negroes.

For the past several years up fo 
the time the government began its 
program of slum clearance, there have | 
been a number of sporadic attempts 
to improve negro housing in several 
of our larger cities, Very few of 
these efforts materialized in a large 
program of widespread community in- 
fluence. A number of these hous- 
ing ,»programs consisted of new sec- 
tions or additions, or slum clearance 
for park purposes. Some of the hous- 
jug projects themselves consisted of 
§ndividual family unit structures which 
were either rented or sold without a 
eorporate fatherly body to direct the 
entire project and give it a program 
of community and social service plan- 
Ding. 

The destruction of the famous Lung 
Block in Taltimore, where an area 
of the city with a high tuberculosis 
death rate was destroyed and replaced 
with a park, and the beautiful homes) 
and well-paved streets in Atlanta that | 
were Started by Herman E. Derry in| 
a sub-division opened in 1923, are} 
examples of some of the earlier types) 
of housing prejects. In the Derry 
project, a subdivision was opened in| 
the west side of Atlanta originally | 
containing 211 acres. A number of 
houses were built in the area as well 
as many lots sold to individual buy- 
ers. 

In Newark N. J., the Prudential 
Life Insurance Company has planned 
a development of model apartments 
for negroes in the third ward. The| 
project became involved in litigations | 
as to the right of the city to pur-| 
chase and maintain as public open) 
space some of the unbuilt-upon land | 
in connection with the project. Ite} 
richt to do so has been upheld by 
the highest court’ of New Jersey.

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FIELDS >“ STREAMS 
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GEORGIA BIRDS. 


We have just concluded our little 
survey of what Georgia has to offer 
in the way of mammals and are just 
ready to enter a short discussion of 
birds, the fifth and last group of the 
vertebrate animals. 


There is probably no other class of 
animals in the world in which struc- 
ture and function are so perfectly cor- 
related. Birds have been recent prod- 
ucts in the stream of evolution but 
they have progressed at a tremend- 
ously rapid rate. It shall be my pur- 
pose to discuss birds from this stand- 
point.

Let me offer a word of explanation 


about my attitude toward birds. I 
have been severely criticized by some

Mean- 
while, the old neighborhoods have con- 
tinued to deteriorate, and families de- 
siring better living conditions have 
been forced to seek them in new areas 
slowly coming into the hands of negro 
tenants. ‘There have been but few 
changes in north and south Philadel- 
phia, while West Philadelphia and 
Germantown have been more progres- 
sive in that there have been several 
apartment houses and rows of homes 
built recently for colored people. Ac- 
cording to thé Armstrong Asscciation 
of Philadelphia, the following wrojects 
have been developed in Philadelphia 
since 1928: 

“In Germantown, the Montana 
Gardens apartments are most com- 
fortable with modern heating and re- 
frigeration systems. There are 43 
apartments of the two-and-three-room 
types. ‘They rent for $8 and $11 per 
week. 

“The Booker T. Washington apart- 
ments are located in West Philadel- 
phia at 761 North Forty-seventh 
streef. There are 268 rdoms in the 
three units of the building. The 
apartments consist of from one to 
four rooms and their rental varies 
from $25 to $52. 

“230 East Sharpnack street: 8 mod- 
ern apartments.

$35 to $40 per month. 

Other accommodations built for ne- 
gro renters are located as follows: 

“A complete modern block formed 
by Forty-seventh, Olive, Forty-eighth 
and Aspen streets. The homes are of

Howerer, there are a number of 
problems attending these develop- 
ments. The Octavia Hill Association 
in Philadelphia has been one of the 
agencies very definitely interested in 
the problem of negro housing. One 
investigator reports: 


“It seems, in direct contrast to the 
high purpose that prompted its origin, 
the Octavia Hill Association had been 
forced to subordinate its social bet- 
terment motive, more or less, to the 
necessity of making the venture con- 
tinue to pay dividends, and thereby 
subsist during these times when much 
stronger professional real estate com- 
panies were being forced to the wall.”

families being forced to take lodgers 
into the home to meet exorbitant 
rents. The association had not suf- 
ficient resources for such extensive 
improvements, nor were they able to 
confine their activities to a single 
area where intensive planning would 
affect an entire neighborhood. What 
they have been able to do is to take 
over and improve exceptional cases of 
dilapidated dwellings throughout poor 
areas of the city and afterwards play 
the part of a good landlord. Care 
has been exercised in each case in 
the selection of tenants so as to of- 
fer the homes only ‘«o those families 
which showed most promise of social 
and economic advancement in a 
healthy, clean environment—families 
that without such an _ opporfunity 
would probably never be able to rise 
above their old environs. ‘There have 
been approximately 200 such dwell- 
ings owned or managed by the Oc- 
tavia Hill Association that are occu- 
pied by negro families in various 
parts of the city.” 

In Pittsburgh, Pa., where negroes 
because of their low economic s‘atus 
tend to concentrate in the poorest 
districts even as in other cities, the 
Pittsburgh Housing Association is at- 
tempting to raise the standards of the 
poorest housing permitted in the city, 
thereby improving housing conditions 
for negroes. Although there is a sur- 
plus of dwellings in the lowest rent- 
al class, the association has heen em- 
phasizing the desirability of demol- 
ishing the worst houses to prevent 
their being occupied. During the first 
six months of 1931, more houses were 
demolished than during any other 12- 
month period. Meanwhile, negroes 
have been moving into better dis- 
tricts beyond the boundaries of their 
former areas of occupancy. The re- 
sult has been a change in the center 
of negro population. The Pittsburgh 
Urban League has been stimulating 
housing improvement among the ne- 
groes with the co-operation of the 
Pittsburgh Housing Association. In 
the past five years there have heen 
only two small housing projects: 
1, a seven-family apartment house; 
the other, 11 unattached single-fam- 
ily houses, all modern conveniences, 
which were first offered for sale at 
$7.500 each but later rented at $65 
per month. Our informant adds this 
interesting comment: 

“They have remained occupied and 
have continued to bring in the amount 
of rental which they demanded a 
year or two ago, in spite of the de- 
pression, and in spite of the present 
surplus of houses in the negro neigh- 
borhood.”’ 

With the entrance of the gvvern- 
ment into slum clearance and low- 
cost housing projects, a number of 
larger cities have attempted to initi- 
ate housing improveijent for. negroes,

Crane, general field representative of 
the Red Cross, whereby a co-operative 
program in various health projects 
were worked out. The main project 
that will be undertaken first will be 
that of pellagra control, the details 
to be worked out at a later date. In 
this project the main force of all 
of the Red Cross chapters in the state 
and the health department units will 
be used. 

In the conference with Governor 
Eugene Talmadge, Dr. DeKleine ex- 
plained the Red Cross health project 
for the state, and met the whole- 
hearted approval of the state. The 
governor will join hands with the 
Red Cross in bringing about the serv- 
ices to the people of the state. Oth- 
er conferences included that with the 
Dr. M. D. Collins and Walter Cowart, 
of the state educational department. 

The plan for the fight on pellagra 
will have as its end the ultimate con- 
quering of it in the state until it 
will not be a public health problem. 
Dr. DeKleine spoke highly of the 
work that has already been done in 
the state in the fight. against pellagra. 
The decrease in the deaths over the 
past few years has reached over 60 
per cent. 


Huge Wave Drowns 3 
On Hawaiian Shore 


HONOLULU, Oct. 14.—(/)—En- 
gulfed by a huge wave, two army of- 
ficers and a woman drowned while 
fishing at Waimea, 40 miles from 
here. 

The victims were Lieutenant John 
W. Stribling, 27, of Wheeler Field, 
a native of Alabama; his wife, and 
Lieutenant ‘Wiliam F. Stevenson, 29, 
of Schofield barracks, a native of 
South Carotina. Mrs. Stevenson was 
saved. 

The tragedy occurred late Saturday 
while they were fishing at Waimea 
when a huge wave dragged them from 
a reef. Mrs., Stribling’s body was 
recovered but those of the two officers 
had not been found.

The Fall of Troy. 


Jimmy De Hart, one of Pittsburgh's 
best quarterbacks from the reign of 
Pop Warner, came across the lobby 
after Saturday’s Pitt-U. 8. C. party. 

“I’ve just seen a strange sight,” 
he said. “I’ve seen a big-time foot- 
ball game where one team never de- 
livered a single good kick-off, got 
away just two good punts and 
caught just one kick. I’m still 
dizzy.” 

De Hart was referring to Southern 
California. The pendulum can swing 
a long, long way. It has taken the 
best teams of the country 10 years 
to beat Howard Jones’ Trojans two 
games in a row, but unless there is 
a big change in their present play, 
the tumbling act has only started. 

Against the Panthers their top- 
ped kick-offs rolled along the ground 
—many of their hurried punts trav- 
eled from 7 to 15 yards—they let 
the ball, toe-driven by Munjas, 
travel from 60 to 80 yards before it 
came to rest. In addition to this, 
they lacked .speed, alertness and 
keenness—their blocking was fuzzy 
and, outside of Warburton and 
Wotkyns, they had no one else who 
could run or pass, barring Clem- 
ens on the receiving end. 

This 1934 edition of the Trojans 
is a startling drop from the 10-year 
group—on a par with Notre Dames 
debacle a year ago, when the South 
Bend simoon turned into a zephyr. 


Concerning the Panthers. 


Pittsburgh outclassed her western 
rival in speed, ball-carrying, block- 
ing, tackling and kicking. ; 

The Panthers picked up a margin 
of 200 yards in kicking alone, twice 
the length of the field, if you include 
running-back punts, which is part of 
the kicking idea. 

Pitt put on a fast, slashing of- 
fense that had one vital weakness. 
Her cross-blocking in the line was 
loaded up with holding penalties 
that cost valuable ground all] the 
afternoon, .as she was socked on 
play after play. Strict officiating 
will keep her team neck high in 
trouble the rest of the year, unless 
it reforms in this department. 

Pitt had a set of fast, useful backs 
ready in Weinstock, Nicksick, Larue, 
Weisenbaugh, Munjas and Randour— 
backs with speed and drive—two stout 
guards in Ormiston and Shotwell— 
in fact, a good, all-around’ team, 
strong enough to give even Minne- 
sota quite an argument this week. 
The east has shown no better kicker 
than Miller Munjas, who stopped the 
final Trojan threat with one fancy 
drive of 79 yards. 

Cotton Warburton, working al- 
most alone, had just put on an 80- 
yard touchdown march to end the 
second period—a 9-yard line thrust, 
a 14-yard run, a 41-yard pass to 
Clemens, a touchdown pass to the 
same back, 

Warburton, despite a leg injury, 
was threatening again with the aid of 
Wotkyns in the third period, when 

Pitt checked the march and Munjas, 
standing on his own 12-yard line, 
hammered out a kick that traveled 
just 79 yards to the 9-yard line of 
the startled and staggered west. 

That Was the wallop that wrecked 
the House of Troy and brought it 
down in ruins. 

In spite of this victory, the Pan- 
ther will have to show more smooth- 
ness this week to halt the wild march 
of Minnesota’s galloping Gophers, 
with Lund, Kostka, Clarkson and oth- 
ers on top of the job.

I saw Howard Jones before the 
game and you could see that he wasn't 
any too happy, hopeful or cheerful.

ALEX PLANNING 
BACKFIELD SHIFT 
FOR MICHIGAN 


Lawrence Hays Seen as 
Starter in New Com- 
bination.

A further search for halfbacks and 
an equal amount of concentration on 
improving the pass defense, will oc- 
cupy the attention of Georgia Tech’s 
coaches in the three days of practice 
for Michigan, which gets under way 
this afternoon. 

Coach W. A. Alexander, having 
tried several combinations in the way 
of a backfield, may juggle things up 
considerably this week with the re- 
sult that a few unheralded and un- 
sung men may step into the regular 
slots at the Tech wing backs. 

There are some good halfbacks at 
Tech, but their capabilities are re- 
stricted largely to some particular 
virtue. There are good running backs 
and good passing backs, but not so 
many good all-around backs. 

NEW MEN. 

Consequently, do not be at all sur- 
prised to see Mr. Alexander giving 
some of the new men a chance this 
week, 

There is an excellent chance that 
Lawrence Hays, the sophomore, who 
was the best of the Tech halfbacks 
against Duke, will be getting more 
of a play at one of the positions in 
the backfield and that he may be a 
starter at left halfback against Mich- 
igan, Hays can pass and is a very 
fine runner, despite his lightness. 

Tech’s passing game Saturday was 
not at all effective. The Duke team, 
as in the case of Vanderbilt, seemed 
to have the passes fairly well spotted. 
And Jack Phillips is not yet heaving 
them with his old accuracy and dis- 
patch. 

A tendéncy to fumbling also handi- 
capped the Jackets. 

Considerable work has been expend-. 
ed on the Tech line to date. Now the 
offense, the passing game and pass 
defense will get the major share of 
concentration. 

END PLAY GOOD. 

Neither Duke nor Vanderbilt did a 
great deal with Tech’s line. It was 
through the air lanes that these two 
teams brought woe and havoc to the 
Jackets after failing to penetrate their 
tough forward defense. 

The end play, particularly that of 
Gibson and Katz, was very satisfac- 
tory, as in the Vandy game. 

Tech did not make a single earned 
first down in the first half against 
Duke Saturday. In fact, it was the 
fourth period before the Jacket plays 
started clicking at all. Then they 
ran up four first downs in a row. 

Jack Phillips started and played 55 
minutes against Duke. But while the 
big fellow was as good as ever on de- 
fense, he has not yet reached his of- 
fensive peak. Tech people are ear- 
nestly hoping that he, along with some 
of the others, will reach the peak 
against Michigan. 

The Wolverines of Harry Kipke 
have proved themselves vulnerable in 
the 18-0 loss to Michigan State and 
the 27-0 defeat at the hands of Chi- 
cago. ‘They have yet to score a touch- 
town, in fact, which means that if 
Tech offense speeds up to measure 
up with its defense the Jackets will 
have a good chance at Ann Arbor. 

CAPPON SCOUTS. 

Frank Cappon, the Michigan assist- 
ant coach, who scouted Tech again 
Saturddy. reported the Wolverine of- 
fense suffering from the same ailment 
as that of Tech. MRegezi, the star 
kicker, is back in the lineup after a 
knee injury similar to that of Phil- 
lips, but Regezi is not able to do 
any running as yet. 

Michigan, Big Ten champions for 
four years, lost 15 of its best play- 
ers from last year’s team and, like 
Tech, has been slow getting away this 


year. 
The Jackets will work out today. 


and leave Thursday for Michigan in 
time to get a workout there Friday. 
Tech suffered no injuries in the 
Duke game, which will be a big help 
in planning for the game with Kipke’s 
team. Mack Tharpe will return from 
Chicago today with a report on the 
Michigan plays and they’ will be 
looked at in scrimmage tomorrow.

IS GREETED BY POP: ———— 


Benediction Spoken by Radio 
By Church Head From 


Vatican. 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 14.—-(?)— 
Over a million persons, jamming Pal- 
ermo park and near-by streets, today 
heard a greeting and benediction from 
Pope Pius, speaking by radio from 
the vatican, on the last day of the 
eucharistic congress here. 

His holiness pronounced a benedic- 
tion in Latin, and a pontifical maas 
was celebrated by Eugenio Cardinal 
Pacelli, the Papal delegate. 

Bright sunshine enhanced the color- 
ful spectacle made by the immense 
throng as five cardinals, 150 bishops 
and archbishops and hundreds of 
priests took part in the ceremonies. 

The exact number of those present 
could hardly be calculated. They} 
filled the park and its environs, Thou- 
sands were caught in traffic jams try- 
ing to reach the open air cathedral 
and all streets leading to it were 
choked with people. 

The sunshine was so strong >that 
the men were authorized to keep their 
hats on except the most solemn parts 
of the ceremony. 

At the base of the platform, form- 
ing an honor guard, were the flags of 
32 nations participating in the con- 
gress. 

After the mass the crowd knelt rev- 
erently as numerous’ loud-speakers 
brought clearly the voice of the pope. 
Then, prompted by the announcer, 
Manager Dionisio Napal, the entire 
assemblage waved handkerchiefs and 
the great park became a sea of white. 
Cardinal Pacelli then pronounced the 
apostolic blessing and the ceremony 
ended. 

Thousands pressed toward Cardinal 
Pacelli as he left the stairs, many 
kissing his hand. 

Laments King’s Death. 

Pope Pius, preaching in Latin, la- 
mented the assassination of King 
Alexander, of Yugoslavia, and Louis 
Barthou, foreign minister of France. 

True peace, the pontiff said with 
great earnestness, can be found only 
in the kingdom of Christ. 

“This poor world, which we see af- 
flicted with fraternal and regal blood- 
shed,” the pope said, “will be able 
to find true and stable peace, free 
from so many evils, only where the 
peace of Christ in the Kingdom of 
Christ rules are there offers of prom- 
ise,” 


U.§. HOME LOAN AIM 
QUTLINED BY FARCY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—()— 
John F, Fahey, chairman of the fed- 
eral home loan bank board, insisted 
today there was “nothing parternalis- 
tic’ in the governmental ‘“organiza- 
tion” of the nation’s home financing 
system, 

“The government is merely fulfilling 
a double duty to aid private industry 
to organize and to protect a vital pub- 
lic interest,’ Fahey said in an article 
in the Federal Home Loan Bank KRe- 
view, governmental publication. 

“The program does not put the gov- 
ernment into the business of financing 
homes. It protects the savings of the 
investor and provides security to the 
home-financing institutions. It puts 
a premium on merit. It seems to pre- 
vent home ownership that is not fi- 
nancially sound.” 

Use of long-term amortized loans 
for home financing was urged by Fa- 
hey to safeguard the credit structure 
of the nation. Substitution of long- 
term loans for the short-term loan, 
he said, in a large measure would 
eliminate the need for second mort- 
gages and the uncertainty of renew- 
ing straight loans. 

Fahey’s outline of results the gov- 
ernment hoped to obtain from the 
“organized” home financing system in- 
cluded : 

“Extend the use of long-term amor- 
tized loans to the great majority of 
home-financing transactions. 

“Develop an even and adéquate flow 
of long-term money to meet the needs 
of home owners and give liquidity to 
mortgage investments. 

“Permit the making of first mort- 
gages up to 75 and 80 per cent of 


eliminate the costly second mortgage. 
*Pput an end to shoestring home 
buying and extend the practice of a 
20 to 25 per cent down payment. 
“Increase the number of home own- 
ers by making home ownership -pos- 
sible to many families hitherto forced 
to live in rented properties. 
“Eliminate the irresponsible and dis- 
honest home-financing agency. 
“Reduce and standardize the cost 
of servicing home mortgages. 
“Lower interest rates on first mort- 
gages in many sections of the coun+ 
try. 
“Increase the stability of property 
values and add to the control of 
booms. 
“Improve the quality of appraisals.” 
Fahey said “shoestring buying” was 
one of the principal causes of fore- 
closure in the depression.
